HUNTING DEER BY DRIVING 
T h ere are two methods of driv­ 
ing deer. 
One is a leisurely sort 
of style and the 
other 
is 
th e 
tough* st on city legs and bodies 
of any style or method 
in 
the 
woods. 
W h e n the gang leaves camp, 
early in th e morning th e fellow 
with the weak hea rt or th e game 
leg is placed first on 
a 
stand. 
While he may be the best shot. 
he has sense enough to know his 
physical handicaps and he tells 
the head driver th a t he can take 
but little punishment. 
He m a k e s no bones ab o u t it, he 
is out for a good time and he does 
not in te nd to kill himself th rough 
overexei tion. 
When 
th e 
driver 
places him at the nearest point 
near th e swamp, swale or thicket 
to be driven, he drops the other 
standers in 
well 
placed 
spots 
a round and a little way off the 
spot to be driven. 
In the old countries they call 
them " b e a t e rs ," here we call them 
drivers.

I gle, human w ill and astounding 
I achievement. 
For 300 years be­ 
fore 1917 Russia was the Em pire 
j of the Romanovs, and out of the 
mixed peoples of eastern Europe 
'and northern Asia they forged n 
great land empire, rooted in au- 
1 tocracy, brutal and backward by 
I W estern standards, but exceeding­ 
ly strong.

was the nation 


I that 
crushed 
Napoleon’s hopes. 
the nation that trembled between 
foreign war and home unrest for 
fifty years before 1917, and then

Russia have proved the claim of 
this preparation and the available 
manpower. 
Then 
there 
were 
tanks, guns, planes, and a mod* ra­ 
ized fleet for the Baltic and Black 
Seas. All these have enabled Rus­ 
sia 
to defend 
herself, although 
large 
areas 
have been ov» n un 
and are tem porarily under Nazi 
control. 
The war has been unbelievably 
hard for the Russians, and still is 
a fierce battle to be fought for 
probably a long time. 
Losses in 
manpower and property have been 
great, and the “ scorched earth" 
policy applied by both sides has 
destroyed untold Russian wealth. 
The 
defiance 
of the Russians, 
blowing up their own hard-built 
dams 
and 
wrecking their own 
mines, has been outdone only by 
the 
fury 
of the baffled Nazis, 
burning and slaughtering in re­ 
treat. 
Bu t the Russians are still fight­ 
ing along a 2.000-mile front, in 
the great factories and behind the 
enemy 
lines. 
They know 
their 
cause Is just, and they know they 
w ill win. Then it will bi* forever 
a truth that Russia is not merely 
a geographical and historical ex­ 
pression.
